NEW YORK —fNEA)—The 


shortest distance between two 
points may be a straight line. 
At a quick glance the route to 
a successful career as a fab- 
ric designer may appear as 
simple and direct. Just put 
t o g e t h e r some colors and 
squiggly lines and one is a de- 
signer. 


Yet, it was a long horseback 


ride from a Montana ranch to 
an east side Manhattan de- 
sign studio and international 
recognition for Win Anderson. 


There were, she admits, a 


few detours and bends in the 
road before she became the 
president of L a r s en Design 
Studios, Inc. One division of 
the firm is named for her. 
Winn (changed spelling for le- 
gal reasons) Anderson Fabrics, 
and Ja-eL Fabrics provide de- 
signs for ready-to-wear. 


She now draws upon trips 


to India and Africa to inter- 
pret native designs and colors 
for the American home scene. 


In an assured, quiet voice, 


this respected artist willingly 
gives free advice to women 
buying new fabrics. In doing 
this Win Anderson r e v e a l s 
trends in a field where many 
are often as close-mouthed as 
someone with lockjaw. 


They fear a competitor will 


knock off (steal or reproduce; 
their ideas and sell them with 
in days or weeks at a cheaper 
price. 


Miss Anderson has enough 


confidence in her ability and 
in the firm's creative staff not 
to worry about this. She stud- 
ied interior design at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, took 
an M.F.A. in textile design at 
the Cranbrook A c a d e m y of 
Art in M i c h i g a n , t a u g h t 
briefly at the University of 
Minnesota before rejoining a 
c a m p u s friend, Jack Lenor 
Larsen, in a fabric-design ven- 
ture in New York in 1953. 


Through the years her soft, 


pug-nosed appearance has mis- 
led many in the hard world of 
textiles. Win Anderson knows 
her design and she knows pro- 
duction. 


She is especially happy to 


see that U.S. printers are get- 
ting more craftmanship. The 
result: elaborate and expen- 
sive screen printing finally is 
feasible for the A m e r i c a n 
mass m a r k e t . This means 
finer design, more and better 
colors in printed fabrics, she 
explains. 


E v e n now the housewife 


who cannot afford $30- or $40- 
a-yard for material can begin 
to shop at the top in design to 
develop her eye. "A woman 
may buy a $3- or $4-a-yard fab- 
ric or even less expensive ma- 
terial, but if she has the cour- 
age to look at more expensive 
fabrics she absorbs good color 
and design." 


ric knows what is available, 
She sharpens her judgment 
and sets standards which she 
can meet in her own price 
bracket. 


"Whatever a woman does, 


she shouldn't look at a price 
tag first. If she really likes a 
design and it proves too ex- 
pensive to buy several yards, 
she should buy a small piece 
to cover a pillow. This is an 
accent. It is so important to 
have something well-done in a 
room to respond to." 


For women planning to shop 


for f a b r i c s , Miss Anderson 
points out that designs are di- 
versifying. There will be more 
prints for draperies and up- 
holstery fabrics than before. 
Florals will be very big, with 
a chintz look. White grounds, 
definitive d r a w i n g s , more 
freeness and lightness are im- 
portant in prints coming up 
this year. 


"It is a nice relief to the 


bold, brash, solid color de- 
signs we've had recently." 


There are two color trends, 


she points out, for those in 
the market for new fabrics 
this year. One is prints with 
more white g r o u n d s .

'coverage of crime news were 
ecstatic with the Supreme Court's 
June 6 ruling in the Sam Shep- 
pard case. Last week end Prof, 
^"thur E. Sutherland of the Har- 
vard Law School stated that the 
decision, which is to lead to a 
retrail of Dr. Sheppard nine years 
after he went to prison for mur- 
der, has granted courts the power 
to hold the press in contempt 
when cases are widely reported. 


No doubt such power will be 


tested. But Associate Judge Tom 
C. Clark offered emphatic rebut- 
vj to Prof. Sutherland in a Mon- 
treal speech Sunday. The Shep- 
•pard decision, Jhe said, was de- 
finitely 
not an invitation for 


courts to crack down on the 
press. 
Justice 
Clark knows 


whereof he speaks. H wrote the 
majority opinion in the 8-1 deci- 
sion which has caused the furor. 
Justice Hugo Black was the lone 
dissenter, but he gave no rea- 


?ns for opposing the ruling. 
Basically, the court decision, 


in Justice Clark's words of June 
6, was made because the Cleve- 
land murder trial judge failed 
"to fulfill his duty to protect 
Sheppard from the Inherently pre- 
judicial publicity which saturated 
the community and to control the 
disruptive influence In the court- 
room." But two months later Jus- 
pe Clark felt compelled to add 
that this does not mean a trial 
judge should hold the press In 
contempt for intensive coverage. 
Rather, said Justice Clark, he 
and the rest of the court major- 
ity Intended to present guidelines 
so the judge could keep a jury 
from reading what might be pre- 
judicial articles. What he had 
suggested were the traditional 
(jrovlsions for locking up a jury 
\f ing a trial, or of ordering a 
change of venue. 


In the main, both the press and 


the courts have long been stead- 
fast hi their concern for justice, 
with the rights of theaccusedand 
the victims in a crime being 
preserved. But as in so many 
recent Supreme Court decisions, 
the trend is toward protecting the 
Reused at the expense of the 
victim and society. That is not 
justice. 


Tom Clark went to extraordin- 


ary lengths in volunteering his 
clarifying statements on the Shep- 
pard decision, only two months 
old. Apparently he has been dis- 
turbed by misinterpretation and 
by the clamor to curb the press 
to the extremity of benefiting the 
Reused. What is regrettable Is 
that he was not more explicit 
in writing his June 6 decision.—

CHICAGO (AP) - The Illinois 


National Guard will protect Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. and a 
column of civil rights followers 
Sunday when they parade in 
Cicero, where Guardsmen used 
bayonets to quell a race riot in 
1951. 


The decision to use the Guard 


in the all-white suburb on Chica- 
go's 
western 
boundary was 


made Wednesday by Gov. Otto 
Kerner. 


Cicero officials and Sheriff 


Richard Ogllvie of Cook County 
had declared that state, county 
and Cicero police would not be 
able to contain anti-Negro hos- 
tility in the community. 


Kerner told newsmen that he 


wouldn't know how many troops 
would be needed until Guard 
officers assess the situation. 


"Until I know that," he said, 


"we cannot designate any units. 
Obviously, we prefer to call on 
those in the vicinity of Cicero 
and Chicago." 


When asked why he thought 


the Guard was needed, Kerner 
replied: 


"If you anticipate there is to 


be property 
destruction,

even more Importantly, possible 
fatalities, I think it's important 
that we do everything within 
our power to maintain law and 
order and peace in the commu- 
nity."

Slogan, "Black Power" 
Has Fascinated Young, 
City-Bred Negroes 


Busy Day on 
Tap for Lunar 


An Ap News Analysis

NEW YORK (AP) - The fas- 


cination of some young, city- 
bred Negroes with the slogan 
"black 
power" 
was 
evident 


Wednesday night as 500 teen- 
agers and young adults gath- 
ered to shout their approval of- 
its more militant advocates. 


Half a dozen speakers at Har- 


lem's First Corinthian Baptist 
Church were greeted by cheers 
whenever they praised "black 
power" or urged Negroes to uni- 
fy. 


The 
loudest 
shouts, 
most 


piercing whistles and longest 
applause 
were 
reserved for 


Stokely Carmichael, 25, chair- 
man of the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating 
Committee, who 


had canceled a scheduled ap- 
pearance in Chicago to come to 
Harlem. 


A few persons leaped to their 


feet to cheer when he was an- 
nounced as the second speaker 
at a forum sponsored by HAR- 
YOU-ACT, Harlem's antipover- 
ty agency. 


"It's 
almost 
Impossible to 


speak the truth in this country," 
he began, and was forced to 
pause for a wave of applause. 
The clapping became more fre- 
quent and louder as Carmichael 
warmed 
to 
his 
15-minute 


speech. 


He gave several definitions of 


black power, calling it love at 
one point. 


At another he said, "If they 


(whites) mess with a man in 
Los Angeles driving his wife to 
the hospital or a man walking 
down a highway in Mississippi, 
they'll have to mess with all of 
us." 


Negroes will have to come 


together, Carmichael said, so 
that "we can move to disrupt 
this entire country." 


Again and again, both in his 


Orbitor 


abroad, past and present, the 
slim, neatly dressed Negro was 
interrupted 
by applause and 


He and all the other speakers 


avoided using the word "Ne- 
gro," 
which is shunned by the 


more militant leaders as having 
been invented by the white man. 


Only once did a speaker, 


Floyd 
McKissick, 
national 


director of the Congress of Ra- 
cial Equality, use the word. He 
caught 
himself 
immediately: 


"Er, maybe black men would 
be better," he said. And there 
were 
cries 
of "Yes," and 


"That's right," from the au- 
dience, along with a smattering 
of laughter and applause. 


"We have to move to the posi- 


tion where we support our own 
movement," 
Carmichael said, 


and paused for applause. 


Carmichael saved his harsh- 


est words to criticize the K.S. 
role in Viet Nam. 


Saying that a disproportionate 


number of Negroes serve in Viet 
Nam, he shouted: 


"We have got to wake up. We 


have got to realize they are out 
to exterminate us. We got to 
realize this country exploits 
people the world over." 


After pausing for applause, he 


called Negro soldiers who serve 
in Viet Nam "black mercena- 
ries." 


"If you go over and get shot 


and come back and you can't 
get buried in your own home 
town, you're a black mercena- 
ry," he said. 


At this point, through a wave 


of clapping that swept the au- 
dience, 
McKissick

York City Human Rights Com- 
missioner William Booth, also a 
Negro, sat with their hands fold- 
ed. McKissick had been one of 
the more enthusiastic clappers 
during the black power portion 
of the speech.

Look and See 'Nonsense' 
Still Impedes Reading

In the illiteracy wasteland created by our schools' bad read- 


ing instruction methods, I know of one man who represents 
hope to me—Prof. Robert L. Allen of Teachers College, Co- 
lumbia University. Unlike the "look and see" zealots among 
his colleagues, he does not define reading lessons as tests of 
children's memory of the "seen" word. 


"To read," he says, "a child must be able to pronounce 


words he has never seen before. And learn to grasp their 
meaning by the sense they make in sentences, in paragraphs 
and pages." 


God's mercy, he believes in alphabet instruction. 
The "look and see" people are the products of that Freud- 


ian perfectionism which moved in on this country 35 years 
ago and thereby changed our whole attitude toward reading 
instruction.

Don't get me wrong. I regard Sigmund Freud as a very 


great man. He was right when he told us that the best learn- 
ing is emotional learning—our own emotional experience of 
something other people have merely told us about. He had 
treated sick people, you see, who'd been repeatedly told they 
were loved—but never experienced love. He understood that 
our brains may know what honesty is while our feelings con- 
tinue to force us to lie and deceive. He knew that emotional 
knowledge is the best there is. 


But this best emotional knowledge is not always available. 


It's the boggle of our education establishment that it insists 
on making it always available. Its "look and see" nonsense is 
its refusal to settle for anything but the child's emotional 
knowledge of the thing he reads about. Which is why he 
must be taken to the zoo to "experience" an elephant before 
he can be asked to read the word in a book. 


Why do you think the establishment hates fairy tales? You 


can't "experience" an elf, that's why. You can only half-know 
an elf—and half-knowledge? Well, that's the kind that gives 
the education hierarchs the horrors. 


In my next column I'm going to define the difference be- 


tween that supreme knowledge—emotional knowledge—and 
the ordinary brain kind we have to settle for most of the 
time.

You can use five, nine—

armhole cannot be tight or 
drawn in any place. 


Notch the armhole seam, 


making n o t c h e s about one 
inch apart. 


Press the armhole from the 


right side over a tailor's ham, 
a bowl or a milk bottle. Be 
sure shoulder seam is pressed 
in toward the dress. 


A bias facing is best for the 


bottom of the sleeve. Ease the

starts, as it would be impossible actually to 
have an orchestra on the soundstage. During 
the shooting, the actors synchronize their lips 
and voices to a playback of the prerecorded 
music, so that the tempo and mood of the 
number will remain constant, no matter how 
many takes are required. 


During the original recording, each voice 


is isolated on a separate channel, so that edi- 
tors and sound mixers can control them 
individually. 


Usually the vocalist comes into an empty 


studio and records his voice, while listening 
to a playback of the orchestra track through 
earphones. This places additional stress upon 
the artist in his attempt to achieve his best 
performance, but it is necessary for technical 
reasons. 


Perhaps the most challenging stage of 


work for the arranger comes after the motion 
picture has completed production. It is then 
his task to weave the musical numbers into 
an underscore for the dialogue sequences. 


Each tune becomes i d e n t i f i e d with a 


specific star or personality and can be used 
in the underscoring to indicate the presence 
or thought of a personality, even if he isn't 
actually on the screen. 


The 'final underscoring of the picture is 


done on a soundstage. with the film being 
projected at the same time. Thus, the con- 
ductor can see and hear that the music fits 
the mood and timing of the picture as it is 
being recorded. 


All in all, there is mure attention paid to 


vocals in a motion picture than in any other 
medium. Because they are an integral part 
of the story, they must be precise, perfectly 
in keeping with the mood of the scene and 
dialogue, and timed so that they will feel 
right to the performer wheu he re-enacts 
them before the camera. That's one of the 
things that makes our work so challenging 
and exciting.
